The suit will have no 
question of efficient service, as it relates to 
of the price charged by the 
company for the use of an instrument, and is 
for the purpose of preventing the telephone 
company from depriving the members of the 
association of its telephone service. 


Some Subscribers Still Hope. 
Indirectly, however, the suit may prove of 
benefit to the patrons of the company, who 
be.ievé they are paying for what they do not 
wet ia vaturn, The opinion of many sub-. 


association Will serve to bring 
about an improvement in the service. 
President Sabin's management of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company’s affairs seems to 
have begun about the time the subscribers 
began to notice the deterioration in the serv- 
Kmong many patrons of the company 
interviewed yesterday there were few who 
declared their troubles dated back more than 
a year jn a comparative sense.

What Everybody Says.

„ Paid a nickel and was told to pay again 
when the wrong number was given.“

answer and was told that my signal had 
not been observed. 

‘Spent fifteen minutes trying to get a 
long distance connection and then couldn’ t 
hear a word.“ 

Asked for the ‘manager in order to reg- 
ister a complaint and was told that the 
fault rested on me alone.” 

“ Answered my telephone bell and was 

What number, please?“ 
„ Tried six times or more to get a connec- 
‘tion, was informed each time that the wire 
was ‘busy,’ and then learned from the per- 
son with whom I had wanted to talk that 
he had not used his phone for half an hour.“ 

“ Dropped a dime in the slot and was con- 
tradicted by the operator when I told mer 
that I had paid once.” 


„% Kick” Book Hidden Away. 

It is not known whether the telephone com- 
pany keeps a record of “ kicks,“ but it is un- 
derstood that such a record does exist, and 
that it is a sealed book to all but the Presi- 
dent and general manager. The stockhold- 
ers of the company are said to have asked 
for a glimpse of this interesting volume on 
numerous occasions, but without success. 

Just to what extent President Sabin is re- 
sponsible for the present wretched condition 
of the telephone service is a question for the 
stockholders to decide. Mr. Sabin assumed 
charge of the Chicago Telephone company’s 
affairs in Chicago with a record as a ** divi- 
dend payer.”’ 

He came from San Francisco with the rep- 
utation of having made the total numiber of 
subscribers several times larger than when 
he took hold of the businegs in that city. Al- 
ready he has increased the number of sub- 
gcribers in Chicago to a figure beyond the 
expectations of the directors of the com- 
pany, it is understood, but at a sacrifice in 
the efficiency of the service hes 
aroused wholesale protest. 
From Best to Worst. 

Not more than a year ago it was the boast 
ot the Chicago Telephone company that it 
was affording the best service to its patrons 
to be obtained in. the country. Today the 
unanimous belief prevails among the sub- 
scribers that they are getting worse serv- 
ice than any city in the United States. 
Their belief is founded upon personal ex- 
perience, and there is evidence to show that 
the stockholders, well satisfied as they must 
ve with the profits of the company, are fully 
cognizant of this widespread belief. 

President Sabin has introduced the party 
line service with a vengeance in Chicago, 
just as he did in San Francisco.

WOUNDED BY MEN WHO ARE 
FIGHTING FOR HER HAND. 


Mise Mamie Jenkins Dashes Between 

Armed Rivals Just as They Fire at 

ach Other and Both Bullets Strike 

Her — Contestants on the Field of 

_. Homer Escape Unhurt, but Are 

Locked Up by Police — Victim Re- 
moved to County Hospital. 


While armed rivals for her heart and hand 
stood facing each other waiting. for the com- 
mand to fire, Mamie Jenkins, 18 years old, 
rushed between them yesterday morning as 
both weapona were discharged. Two bullets 
entered her shoulder and she fell to the 


ground just as she had commanded them to 


stop. 

Edward Murphy, 22 years old, and Albert. 
Tripling 20 years old, who are alleged to 
have loved the young woman, were the duel- 
ists. Both wounded the girl for whom they 
fought, and she was removed to the County 
Hospital, where it wds said she would re- 
cover. The contestants occupy adjoining 
cells at the Harrison Street Police Station. 

Tripling formerly had been encouraged by 
Miss Jenkins, he says, and had progressed 
so far with his suit as to suggest age. 
Before this important question had beet an- 
swered by the young woman Mr. Murphy 
cut in. He also cut out Tripling, for a4 few 
days ago the latter received the dishéarten- 
ing announcement from Miss Jenkins that 
she was no longer in love with him. She 
said she loved Murphy better. 


“Writes a Challenge. 


In his distress of spirit Tripling sought the 


rear of a Clark street saloon. There he sat 
down at a table on. Wednesday night and 
thought. The result of his deliberations was 
a note to Murphy, which read: 

„ will fight you with revolvers to a finish, 
the winner of the duel to take the girl, the. 
other to quit her for good.“ 

This challenge he gave to William Johnson, 
a colored friend, all the parties to the affair 
being colored, who delivered it to Murphy. 

Mr. Murphy responded that nothing would 
suit him better than to fight it out at once, 
and told Johnson that whenever Tripling 
appeared he would have a revolver ready.

dynamite gun which has lately been in proc-

Island, was tested for the first time today, |

WEAKENS IN COURTROOM. 


Woman Charged with Killing 
Members of Davis Family En- 
ters Plea of “Not Guilty.“ 


OUTLINE OF STATE'S CASE. 


Barnstable, Mass., Oct, 31.—[Special.)— 
Pallid and trembling, the rail of a 
settee for support; Miss Jane Toppan, who, 
as a professional nurse, has many times seen 
life go out, thie morning almost collapsed 
in the District Courtroom as she 
„ not guilty ” to.a charge of murder. 

This woman, trained to face calmly the 
moments that try the stoutest hearts, could 
hardly wan the 200 feet from the county 
jail to the courthouse when she had to face 
the charge that she poisoned Mrs. Mary 
D. Gibbs at Cataumet on Aug. 18. 


Twice Attempted Suicide, 


It was learned at Lowell today that Miss 
Toppan attempted sucide twice at the house 
of O. A. Brigham in Centralville four weeks 
ago. 
Dr. W. H. Lathrop said: “I was called 
to the house of Mr. Brigham four weeks ago 
to attend Miss Toppan. I found her in an 
‘unconscious condition, due to a dose of some 
‘narcotic. Her condition was critical. ' 
When Miss Toppan became conscious 
she was asked why she had taken poison 
and she replied she was tired of life. 
said people had been talking about her and 
she wanted to die. The day following I 
called at Brigham’s residence and found 
Miss Toppan in a bad way. But for prompt 
treatment she would have died. I am of 
the opinion she was insane.“ 

Last evening Miss Toppan entered the jail 
with a smile and calm confidence in her voice 
and demeanor. This morning she came from 
the jail apparently wracked both physically 
and mentally. She had slept little during 
the night, and her apparel showed she had 
given little time or thought to either her 
garments or her hair. She was able to sum- 
mon sufficient nervous energy to do as the 
clerk directed, but only by great effort was 
she able to stand during the reading of the 
brief complaint and utter the words, Not 
guilty.” 

Miss Toppan hardly looked 45 years of age, 
even this morning. She is plump, with nat- 
urally a full, fresh face, and with little 
wrinkles about the eyes and mouth that 
indicate a jolly nature. . 

The case was continued nine days to Nov. 
8, when, the prosecution explained to Judge 
Swift, it would be ready. Meanwhile Miss 
Toppan will have to remain at the County 
Jail. 


Refuses to Talk of Case. 


The proceedings over, Miss Toppan arose 
and walked slowly to the jail, and went at 
once to her cell, Detective Letteney told 
‘Miss Toppan that the papers would be glad 
to publish anything she cared to say in her 
defense. Thank them very much,” was the 
message she gave, but I shall keep my 
own counsel until I have an opportunity to 
talk with my attorney, Charles Stuart Mur- 
Phy of Lowell. I am innocent and I know 
nothing about the deaths of the members of 
the Davis family excepting that I supposed 
they ail died from natural causes.“ 

Mr. Murphy came here, had a lengthy con- 
sultation with his client during the afternoon, 
and left for Boston. | 


Alleged Motives for Crime. 


The motive for this crime is ascribed en- 
tirely to Misa Toppan’s indebtedness to Al- 
den P. Davis, her poverty, and her desire to 
obtain the substantial sums kept in the Da- 
vis house. Jane Toppan, the government 
maintains, owed Alden P. Davis nearly $500. 
Two days before Alden P. Davis died he had 
received $500 tn cash in liquidation of a 
promissory note held by Davis. This money 
was never found, nor could it be accounted 
for when the administrator assumed charge 


When Mrs. Annie G. Gordon, the wife of 
Harry Gordon of. Chicago, avas taken ill she 
is known to have had between $100 and $200. 
That money was not found, nor Wag it as- 
certained what had become of it. In the ag- 
gregaté the motive, as assumed by the pros- 
ecution, involves money to the amount of 
not over $1,200. 


See Another Motive. 


One other circumstance told in connection 
with the asserted motive is Miss Toppan’s 
alleged attempt to obtain $1,300 from O. A. 
Brigham of Lowell, in whose house she had 
lived. It is sald she asked Mr. Brigham to 
give her $1,300 to make a last payment on a 
cottage adjoining the one in which Alden P. 
Davis lived at Cataumet. The allegation is 
that Miss Toppan informed Mr. Brigham she 
had bought the cottage. Mr. Brigham wrote 
to Captain Irving Gibbs and was told Miss 
Toppan had no interest in the cottage. This 
is offered now as indicating possibly some 
bitterness toward Mrs. Gibbs for her hus- 
band’s interference. But it is believed to be 
of much more significance in connection with 
the mysterious illness which Mr. Brigham 
now says he had last summer. 


Other Links in Chain. 


In brief, other assertions which the gov- 
ernment offers in substantiation of the 
charge of murder are that Miss Toppan 
declared some time after Mrs. Annie G. 
Gordon's death that she committed suicide 
by injecting Paris green into her system. 
The nurse stated that after Mrs. Gordon's 
death she found a syringe which appeared 
to so thoroughly support her, idea of the 
cause of Mrs. Gordon's death that she threw 
it in a vault. Detective Whitney and Dr. 
Latter secured the syringe and a chemical 
examination shows it had not been used for 
injections of Paris green or other poison. 
After Mr. Davis’ death the nurse hinted at 
heart fatlure, due to undue excitement, be- 
cause of a controversy with a dealer in un- 
dertakers supplies after Mrs. Gordon's 
death. Later she stated that, in her opinion, 
Mr. Davis might have committed suicide. 
May have taken something which killed 
| him,” as she put it. 

Three days before Mrs. Mary D. Gibbs died 
a conversation between Mrs. Gibbs and Miss 
Toppan was overheard by Mrs. Davis, a 
widowed cousin of Alden P. Davis, who was 
a guest at the cottage. It is asserted by 
the prosecution that at that time Miss Top- 
pan was endeavoring to induce Mrs. Gibbs 
to sign a document relieving Miss Toppan 
of any indebtedness to the Davis estate. 
Mrs. Gibbs was heard to refuse. That paper 
has not been found. 
Professor Edward 8. Woods’ report that 
arsenic in large quantities was found in 
the viscera taken from the bodies of Mrs. 
Gordon and Mrs. Gibbs is the foundation 
upon which the government hopes to build 
its proof that Miss Toppan was the only per- 
son who had the knowledge and the oppor- 
tunity to administer the poison to Mrs. Gibbs. 


Attorney Says She Is Innocent. 
Hyannis, Mass., Oct. 81.—[{Special.]—James 
Stuart Murphy, counsel for Miss Jane Top- 
pan, came here from Barnstable after a visit 
to His client. Mr. Murphy sald: Miss 
Toppan is an innocent woman and I am sat- 
isfied she is the victim of a series of sus- 
picious circumstances. I suppose there was 
sufficient suspicion to warrant the govern-. 
ment in proceeding, but when it comes to 
proving these suspicions it is a different 
matter. Merely the finding of poison in the 
body of Mrs. Gibbs is a long way from prov- 
ing Miss Toppan had anything to do with its 
administration.“

Construction Force Tries to Lay Tracks 
in Spite of Injunction and Sheriff Ar- 
‘rests Twenty-one Leaders. 


Aurora, III., Oct. 31.—[Special.]—Sheriff 
Demmer, aided by a squad of Aurora police, 
descended this afternoon upon the construc-

ner. The question under discussion was the 

cessity for a constitutional convention, and 

t the debate might have a non-partisan 
flavor John Barton Payne was invited to 
represent the Democratic party in the Re- 
publican stronghold. 

Mr. Payne was the lone representative of 
Democracy, and equally conspicuous as the 
advocate of a new constitution. Frank O. 
Lowden, Wallace Heckman, Arthur Dixon, 
James J. Sheridan, William J. Calhoun, Con- 
gressman J. R. Mann, and Colonel Jonathan 
Merriam upheld the present constitution and 
opposed the idea of a convention, while 
Thomas E. Milchrist came to Mr. Payne's 
support with the declaration that the organic 
law of the State needed reform. 

It has been tried and tested by time,” 
said Colonel Lowden, and stands today as 
one of the best constitutions ever framed. 
No body of men can be assembled that will 
frame a perfect constitution. I regard the 
organic law of the State as a sacred thing, 
not to be touched until there shall be a press - 
ing demand for a change. I can sée but one 
objection to the law as it stands, and that 
is the method prescribed for an amendment. 
There should be a repeal of the law which 
prevents more than one amendment being 
voted upon at an election.” 

Mr. Payne based his arguments for a new 
constitution largely on the necessities of 
Chicago and Cook County. He saw nothing 
sacred about the present law and contemptu- 


ously referred to it as a miserable strait-. 


jacket in its limitations. 

„The Supreme Court of Illinois hag re- 
peatedly cut the life out of the constitution,” 
Mr. Payne declared. It is impossible to 
make any permanent improvement in our 
civic life under the present constitution, and 
nothing but special legislation has enabled 
Chicago to make any progress. In nearly 
all the States of the union the life of their 
constitutions has scarcely reached twenty- 
five years. Ours is thirty years old, and it 
ought to die. We need not be afraid to trust 
to the sober thought and wisdom of the 
people who would be intrusted with the fram- 
ing of a new constitution. We need not 
worry over the fundamental principles of 
liberty, for they are something with which 
a State constitution does not concern it- 
self." 

Colonel Merriam, who was one of the mem- 
bers of the constitutional convention of 1870, 
believed that whatever demand there was 
for a new constitution came from citizens of 
Chicago, who regarded all the rest of the 
State as an outlying province. He reviewed 
the conditions that existed in 1870, when the 
work of framing a new constitution was 
completed, and declared that the great bulk 
of that measure would stand for all time. 

„ realize that there is nothing sacred 
about the present constitution,” said Will- 
iam J. Calhoun, that conditions have 
changed vastly since it was framed, and that 
our organic law must change to meet the 
new conditions. But do we know what we 
want? That's the question. When the ques- 
tion can be answered then it will be time to 


go slowly in 22 — a convention.’

COOLEY FRIEN DLY TO FOOTBALL 


Discusses the Game After Being Elect- 
ed President of the High School 
Teachers’ Associatio 


Superintendent Cooley was elected Presi- 
dent of the Chicago and Cook County High 
School Teachers’ association yesterday 
afternoon, and in accepting the office made a 
speech in which he defended football and:

„ Let the information and petition be 
led.“ responded Judge Hanecy, and then lie 
instructed former Judge Sho to submit 
the form of the order he desired. \ This was 
done at once, the order being the ‘ane quoted 
in the foregoing, and was signed by the court. 
Writs were sent out at once to secure the 
attendance of the defendants; but they were 
not found at the newspaper office, and the 
order was made to bring them in this morn- 
ing. 

Punishment in Judge's Hands. 

The punishment for contempt of court lies 
entirely within the discretion of the Judge. 
It is not defined by statute, and the only limi- 
tation is that an upper court doubtless would 
reverse too severe a sentence. It can be 
either fine or imprisonment, or both. The 
jurisdiction of the Circuit Court is confined 
to the State of IUinois, and those of the de- 
fendants who are not now within it cannot 
be reached by extradition proceedings and 
brought here. Should they ever come in- 
side the limits of the State, however, they are 


liable to arrest and punishment, no matter 
what time mdy have elapsed. There is no 


statute of limitations in contempt proceed- 
ings. 

It is undérstood that when the case comes 
up on Monday, if they are ordered sent to jail 
they will at once make an attempt to be re- 
leased through habeas corpus proceedings 
brought before another Judge. Whether ha- 
beas corpus proceedings will lie in contempt 
cases is a mooted question among lawyers.

Business-Men See Benefit to Them- 
selves in New System of Meeting 
Municipal Employes’ Salaries, 


Business-men, especially os near the 
City Hall, are pleased with the new system 
of paying city employés by ch Yester- 
day was the second pay day under the new 
plan, and the City Paymaster. disbursed 
more than $1,000,000 through checks. A 
large per cent of these were cashed by the 
merchants, who received more or less trade 
in exchange. 

Under the old system two saloon men 
around the City. Hall square held the 
majority of the business of men em- 
ployed in the various departments. Em- 
ployés were compelled, if they desired any 
money during the month or wished to es- 
cape trouble when pay day came, to go to 
these men and secure their approval, other- 
wise they were sure to have their salary 
tied up. 

When pay day came no intimation of the 

ime was given to the business-men around 
the square. The two saloon men, however, 
always received a quiet tip that enabled 
them to keep a large sum of money on hand 
to cash all the checks brought to them. 
Having no notice of 4 possible demand on 
them, other business-men paid out all their 
cash on one or two checks. : 

Under the present system the City Pay- 
mdster gives each employé his check, which 
is good for face value., It may. be cashed 
at the Fort Dearborn, Commercial, or Metro- 
politan National Banks, or any of the busi- 
ness-men ‘around the square will give the 
bearer the money upon being satisfied he 
is the lawful owner of the paper. 

Yesterday the results of the new plan began 
to be felt for the first time. Nurherous em- 
ployés entered the business houses to have 
their checks cashed and spent a few dollars 
before they left.

[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, Oct. 13.—The financial outlook in 
France is far from encotraging. According 
to the figures which appeared yesterday in 
the Journal Officiel the deficit in the revenue 
in the nine months just ended of the present 
year is, in round numbers, $18,000,000 below 
the estimates and $27,400,000 below the re- 
ceipts of the corresponding nine months of 
1900. At the Cabinet council held Saturday 
under the presidency of President Loubet M. 
Cafllaux, the Minister of Finance, is said to 
have been called upon to suggest means for 
restoring the balance in the budget. It fs said 
that among the measures proposed are the 
temporary suspension of the service for the 
gradual extinction of the national debt and 
the issue of treasury bonds to)rup for short 
periods. 

In à conversation with a Parisian journal- 
ist M. Callllaux pointed out chat the particular 
form of public revenue regarded as the surest 
barometer of the national welfare are the 
receipts from the tobacco tax. M. Calllausz 
says that Frenchmen smoke in proportion to 
their prosperity, and, greatly to the disap- 
pointment of the Minister of, Finance,: the 
use of cigars, pipes, and cigarets has fallen 
off to a great extent, and the revenue receipts 
from this source are some $95,000 less than 
the estimates. 


Sugar Rates Are Unjust. _ 

M. Caillaux bitterly. complains of the pres- 
ent sugar tariff, which, he points out, is the 
most important cause of the deficit, which 
in this item alone is 7, 00,000 below the 
estimate. According to M. Calllaux, the 
Sugar law of 1884 is the cause of all the mis- 
chief. It is not the sugar itgelf which ts 
@rectly taxed, but the raw material, as it 
were—the beet root from which French 
sugar is made. The beet root tax is estab- 
lished upon a sliding scale, based upon the 


‘amount of sugar that a given weight of beet 


root is capable of producing. The beet root 
grower, consequently, tries to get the great- 
est possible amount of sugar out of his 
beet root, for by the law all that is produced 
in excess of seven kilograms of sugar for a 
hundred kilograms of sugar beet is, subject. 
only to one-half the regular tariff. In France 
the consumer is obliged to pay a tax of @ 
francs for 100 kilograms of sugar. But the 
65 francs is divided into unequal parts, one 
of which goes into the treasury and the other 
is paid to the sugar manufacturer in a pro- 
portion that varies each year with the sugar 
producing qualities of the beet root. 
Year After Fair Always Bade. 

It is notorious that years which immedi- 
ately follow exhibition years are always 
financially bad. Besides the diminution of 
the national revenue, there is a general un- 
easiness in industrial circles. The.Ecomo- 
miste Francais is publishing a series of ar- 
ticles revealing the extent of losses already 
incurred by French and Belgian. investors 
in Russian industrial securities. It appears 
that apart from investments of French and 
Belgian capital in Russian government bonds 
and Russian guaranteed railroads, the sum 
during the last eight years which has been 
invested in Russian industrial enterprises 
alone exceeds $400,000,000. 8875 

The tables compiled by the writer setting 
forth the prices of the shares two years ago 
and now show an average depreciation of 
over 50 per cent. On the other hand, there 
is a flow of French investments towards 
England, and there have been considerable 
French purchases on the London market of 
United States securities. 

The London Statist is authority for the 
statement that those who are in a good posi- 
tion to know estimate the amount of French 
capital employed temporarily in London at 
the present time at the enormous sum of 


about $400,000,000. 


GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Presidents Will Met in Chicago on Nov. 
5 and Plan a New Pass Issu- 


ing System. 


A meeting of the Presidents and executive 
officers of the Western roads which are par- 
ties to the pass agreement has been called 
for Nov. 5 in this city to take final action 
on the 1902 agreement. The recommends 
tion of the President’s joint committee that 
the issue of free passes, except to pdliticiland 
and officeholders, be abolished practically 
has been killed, many of the roads refusing 
to vote for the proposition and thus prevent- 
ing action. Most of the roads are now having 
their blank passes printed and will issue 
them practically as heretofore. It is felt, 
however, that the pass agreement in effect 
during 1901 should be reénacted for 1902, 60 
as to prevent the indiscriminate issue of 


to accomplish this the meeting here has been 
called. 

It is probable that the new agreement will 
be strengthened by prohibiting the issue of 
passes to influence traffic ur to steamship 
agents, and others who do not give value 
received to the railroads. The Central Traf- 
fic association and Trunk line assuciation 
roads have decided also to continue the issue 
of passes under certain restrictions as here- 
tofore. 

It is generally believed among railroad 
managers that the agitation against free 
passes done much good, and the feeling 
is gaining’ ground that something will be 
done to remedy the pass evil. It is argued by 
some of the railroad managers that the issue 
of. passes would do no harm, if their abuse 
could be prevented, and they say that this 
could be accomplished by allowing no one 
except the President of the road to issue 
passes. 

New Branch for Burlington. 

The announcement is made that the Bur- 
lington intends to build from Mystic, 8. D., 
to Rapid City. The move is considered a part 
ef the plan of James J. Hill tomake the Bur- 
lington the controlling element in the traffic 
of that part of South Dakota. By this exten- 
sion the Burlington would secure connection 
with the projected air line from Aberdeen 
and Pierre to Rapid City. Plans for the gen- 
eral development of the cattle industry in 
the Southwest carry projects for increasing 
in a large measure the ranches west of the 
Missouri River in South Dakota. It fs de- 
lieved that these will progress rapidly and 
the increases in the product of the ranches 
will insure the building of the new line ina 
reasonably short time, no matter what may be 
the outcome of the row among the big raflway 
magnates. The cattle traffic is becoming one 
of the choice items in railroad revenue, and 
President Hill is said to regard that section 
of South Dakota west of the Missouri as 
promising. 

Say Harriman Secured It. 

It is said that the purchase of the Kansas 
City and Northern Connecting railway, 
which was bought last Friday for $800,000 
by H. C. Wright, was really in furtherance 
of the community of interest idea and that 
E. H. Harriman, and not John W. Gates, was 
the actual purchaser. The Omaha, 

City and Eastern runs from Quincy to Pat- 
tonsburg, where connection is made with 
the northern connecting line, which runs 
from Pattonsburg to Kansas It 1 
surmised that these lines will be disposed of 
to roads in its competitive territory. The 
Rock Island is said to be the probable pur- 
chaser of the northern connecting road and

He has not that ripe, 
thorough knowledge of banking possessed 
by many who have worked their way from 
the bottom to the top of the business. These 
men do not, as a rule, speak with great 
frequency at financial conventions. They 
let the juniors talk, while they stay at 
attending to business. ey 

Mr. Lyman J. Gage, being Secretary of 
the Treasury, assumes to speak with au 
authority Mr. Eckels cannot lay claim to. 
Because of his official position Mr. Gage’s 
opinions are entitled to be treated with 
profound respect. But the pubiic never 
has regarded him while in the Treasury 
department as a representative of the peo- 
ple so much as of the bankers. In this re- 
epect+he differs, and differs widely, from 
most, if not from all, of his predecessora, 
He would have more influence were he 
closer to the people on this and other public 
questions. 

These remarks are merely preliminary to 
a few words concerning the Illinois coun- 
try bankers, Messrs. Bull and Harrington, 
whose opinions oũ the currency question were 
referred to in of yesterday. 
They have been sneered at by some per- 
sons on the ground that they are only 
country bankers,“ They have been spoken 
of as presumptuous because they dared to 
express opinions on the subject of asset 
eurrency ” differing from those of other 
men of wider reputation who have spoken 
about it. 
This is not a subject which can be “ closed 
out” by a decree issuing from any bankers 
convention or by the decision of any polit- 
ical or other authority at present existing 
in these United States. It is of almost 
vital importance to the whole people. It 
touches the pocketbook of every man, how- 
ever humbie. Consequently every man is 
entitled to speak with freedom concerning 


it, and his opinions should not be swept 


contemptuously on one side unheard, but 
should be given the consideration they de- 
serve, 

Tun Trisune for one does not intend to 
be overawed by authorities whom it does 
not look on as authoritative or to concede 
that the currency question is closed out 
decause this or that banker has pronounced 
what he looks on as the last word con- 


cerning it. The last word will not be said 
until an asset currency bill shall have been 


enacted by both Houses of Congress and 
signed by the President. ven then a great 
deal will be heard about the matter in polit- 
ical conventions and campaigns for years 
afterwards. | 

It may be conceded that the views of Mr, 
Eckels are entitled to some consideration. 
Then those of Mr. Dawes are also. He, 
too, has served as Controller of the Cur- 
rency. He has not been a banker, but he is 
a bright, educated, sensible man who has 
paid special attention to this particular 
question. The conclusions he arrived at 
differed from those of his official superior, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, but he did 
not hesitate to stand up for his conclusions. 

The Controller of the Curreney is re- 
quired by law to report directly to Con- 
gress. Mr. Dawes sent in a report embody- 
ing opinions which were in flat contradic- 
tion of those set forth by the Secretary of 
the Treasury in his report. This was, in- 


‘deed, an anomalous state of affairs—the 


two highest financial officers of the govern- 


ment differing so widely in their conclusions. 


Congress was not at all bewildered over this 
conflict of authorities. It accepted the 
opinions of the Controller as final and con- 
elusive and disregarded those of the Secre- 
tary as entitled to no Consideration whatso- 
ever. 
The importance of Secretary Gage as an 
expounder of finance is diminished by the 
fact that bis opinions on the currency ques- 


tion have no standing in Congress and will 


not have during his term of office. In the 


— of Tue Trisunz, the measure 


e advocates never will command a majority 
of either party in Congress. It will scarcely 
get a hearing. Then why agitate it sd 
widely? It is not the part of prudent 
statesmanship to exasperate the legislative 
body by the tenacious advocacy of visionary 
projects. The asset currency ” scheme, if 
brought to à vote, which we much doubt, 
will be defeated by a large majority in 
both Houses of Congress, and both parties 
will contribute about equally in proportion 
to their numbers to this adverse majority. 

As Congress has given the preference to 
Mr. Dawes over Secretary Gage, what the 
former had to say at Quincy day before 
yesterday against an asset currency should 
carry more weight than what the Secre- 
tary said recently at Milwauke in favor 
of it. : 

In his remarks at Quiney Mr. Dawes 
criticised pointedly, as he has done on 
previous occasions, the grave defects of 
the proposed asset currency system. The 
demand for it, he said, did not come from 
the need of the business world.” The de- 
mand comes, as the people know, from those 
who would issue this currency and who 
think they would profit by issuing it. That 
currency, Mr. Dawes said, would be dan- 
gerous “in ordinarily prosperous times.” 
How much more dangerous, then, would it 
be when adverse times come. The bankers 
say their plan will give “elasticity” to 
the currency. The people will agree with 
Mr. Dawes that it is not well to give “too 
mach elasticity to currency and thus de- 
stroy the currency itself.” 3 

The last word was not spoken by Mr. 
Eckels or Secretary Gage in their recent 
remarks. Since then others have spoken

THE JUDGE ADVOCATE’S Lors. 
The testimony of Admiral Schiey and

SCIENCE PURE AND APPLIED. — 

Count von Moltke, chairman of the Prus- 
sian Parliamentary Committee on Trans- 
portation, was expressing at least a partial 
truth when he said the other day that in 
matters of science Europeans formulate, 
while put into practice. This 
generalization may be too broad. There 
have been Americans whose researches in 
pure science have been of great value, and 
there have been Europeans whose feats in 
applying scientific truths to practical uses 
have been as wonderful as anything that 
American ingenuity can claim. Americans 
like Remsen of Johns Hopkins are as fully 
devoted to laborious and disinterested ex- 
perimenting as anybody could wish, while 
on the other hand the new electric railway 
in Buda-Pesth is said to be a decided ad- 
vance in the practical application of the 
science of electricity. 

Despite these exceptions, however, it may 
perhaps be true that the Europeans do more 
than the Americans to discover those vital 


icans afterwards use for business purposes. 
The German toils patiently in his laboratory, 
working his way inch by inch to the dis- 
covery of some deep-hidden truth. But 
when that truth is unearthed it is more likely 
to be an American than a German who turns 
it into money. 92 

An illustration of this division of labor 
was furnished not long ago in New York. 
A young scientist of that city sold for = 
considerable sum a device which he had 
perfected for securing a better transmission 
of electric current over long distance. The 
invention was serviceable to the companies 


engaged in the business and was creditable - 


to the inventor. But the idea did not 
originate with him, It is to be found com- 
pletely developed in one of the books of a 
European electrician. The European had 
regarded it as an interesting phenomenon. 
The American had seen its business possi- 
bilities. The difference between the two 
points of view is striking. It is a difference 
that, of course, does not exist in the case 
of every European compared with any 
American, but it comes to the front often 
enough to be regarded as an indication of a 


tendency. 


LET VERSE BE UNCONFINED. 

If the “ Immortals” of the French Acad- 
emy had an eye to the proprieties,and really 
wished to behave comme il faut, they would 
bind their brows with their hard-earned 
bays and laurels, and would recline in god- 
like ease on the summit of their little Par- 
nassus, allowing nothing to disturb the 
serenity and security of their existence. 

This course, however, which ordinary pru- 
dence would suggest, they seem never to 
follow. Their squabbles fill all Burope with 
commotion and shake the confidence which 
mortal men should have in immortal beings. 
Their present escapade is one of the most un- 
necessary in which they have been involved. 

If M. Rostand wishes to deliver his in- 
stallation address in verse, why not let him 
do it? It no attention had been drawn to the 
matter it would have passed off without 
raising any row at all, for unless an in- 
stallation address is followed more carefully 
in France than it is here nobody would have 
known whether the thing was in prose or 
verse, French or Chinese. And now that 
M. Rostand’s intention is known in the 
remotest corners of the earth there is all 
the more reason for allowing him to proceed. 
Resistance will only stir up a scandal. And 
if the address be delivered in verse it will 
undonbtedly be shorter than if it were in 
prose. This may be no small comfort. Be- 
sides, the verse may do something to con- 
ceal the fundamental triteness of installa-, 

Here is an idea that might prove useful 
to public men who have to work up “ public 
utterances.” How much more impressive 
would a Gubernatorial message be if it were 
composed, as befits its dignity, not in grov- 
eling prose, but in stately hexameters! And 
Mr. Carter H. Harrison's remarks about the

7 would require the pen ot a Thackeray to 
do justice to a description of the condi- 
tion of affairs which now prevails in the 
littie German sovereign State of Reuss - 


Greiz, the area of which is about 130° 


square miles, and the population about 70,000. 
As the greater part of the principality con- 
sists of the private property af the reigning 
Prince, he rules there with a species of pa- 
triarchal despotism which only those who 
have lived in the rural districts of central 
Germany, and who are acquainted with the 
relations prevailing between the titled ter- 
ritorial magnate and those living on his 
lands, can appreciate. 


For some time past reigning Prince Henry 


XXII. has been so extremely eccentric that 
he should have been deposed long ago, if not 
by the people, at any rate by the confed- 
eration of German sovereigns comprised in 
the German Empire. But, unfortunately, his 
only son, who bears the title of Prince Henry 
XXIV., is blind, deaf, and dumb, the loss 
of speech and of hearing following a fruit- 
less operation upon his eyes, while it is like- 
wise known that his mind has become af- 
fected by his numerous afflictions. Failing 
him, the regency, and eventually the succes- 
sion, would belong to the #eptuagenarian 
Prince Henry XIV., who rules over the prin- 
cipality of Reuss-Gera. 

The latter, however, is so bitterly opposed 
to the Kaiser, to Prussia, and to everything 
relating to the court of Berlin that when 
old Emperor William died he alone of all 
German sovereigns declined to allow any 
tokens of mourning in his dominiohs, and 
subsequently, when there was a project 
mooted to set up a statue to the old Em- 
peror in the capital of Reuss, he vetoed the 
entire affair. Again, on the occasion of the 
cehtennial anniversary of the birth of old 
Emperor William, the Prince of Reuss-Gera 
actually went so far as to forbid and Prus- 
sian flags to be displayed in honor of the 
event in his dominions, and several Prussians 
established in the capital who had adorned 
the- front of their houses with bunting were 
compelled by his officials to remove it. 

This conduct had the effect of rousing the 
wrath of his relative, the reigning Prince of 
Reusa-Greiz, to such a degree that he issued 
a proclamation declaring that Prince Reuss- 
Gera was an infamous blackguard. Each of 
these petty sovereigns then proceeded to 
mobilize his standing army, which con- 
sisted of a battalion apiece, and war would 
inevitably have resulted between the two 
had it not been fer the interference of the 
old King of Saxony as a mediator. 


The ill-feeling of Prince Reuss-Gera to- 
wards the court of Berlin originated in 3 
peculiar way. Some time before the acces- 
sion to the throne of the present Kaiser a 
grand banquet was given at Berlin to. the 
various federal rulers of the empire, who 
had come to the Prussian capital in connec- 
tion with some festivity or other—I think it 
was the golden wedding of the old Kaser. 
Owing to the inconceivable stupidity of the 
painted and bewigged old Count Perponcher, 
who was at the time Grand Master of the 
Household, the Berlin court officials had 
omitted until the last moment to send the 
Prince his invitation to the banquet. And 


to make matters worse, when the Prince en- 


ings, 


tered the dining hall with the eighty 
idden 


Queens, and Princes who had been 
to the feast, he found that no place been 
reserved for him at the imperial table, Count 
Perpomcher having overlooked. him for the 
second time. Filled with anger, he turned

Having thus saslained the hatred of Prince 
Reuss-Gera for everything Prussian, it wil) 
naturally be understood that neither the 


Kaiser nor, for the matter of that, any other.

any move whereby the Prince would become 
the regent and ruler of the principality of 
Reuss-Greiz. 

And yet it is difficult to see how it will be 
possible to keep the crazy Prince of Reuss- 


Greiz on the throne much longer, so extrav- |

and the other sovereigns of the German Em- 


pire to put an end to a condition of affairs |. 


which is bringing ridicule on the German 


name. 


The Duke of San Donato, whose death is re- 
ported by cable, enjoyed for many years the 
distinction of being the only nobleman of 
his rank in the Lower House of Italy’s Par- 
liament. But he was a host in himself, and 
without exception the most popular, as well 
as the fattest, man in the National Legis- 
lature, as well as of Naples, which he repre- 
sented in the Chamber. To such an extent 
was he idolized by his fellow-citizens of the 
latter city, that on the last occasion when 
King Humbert visited Naples prior to his 
assassination he remarked to the Duke, on 
stepping out of the railroad train, You 
see, I am now about to enter into your do- 
minion.”’ 

The Duke's face was scarred in every di- 
rection with wounds received in duels, and 
his queer appearance was increased by his 
famous and extraordinarily shaped mouse- 
gray top hat. He wasa particular favorite of 
old Emperor William, who was wont to re- 
mark that the mere appearance of the Duke 
was sufficient to put any one in a good humor. 
I have seen him once or twice described as 
an adherent of the Bourbons. But thisis not 
the case. On the contrary, he was one of 
their sworn foes, and fought against them
